Stepping out in a chilly rain to the 

Council of Fashion Designers of America 
Awards on June 1, Kim Kardashian West 
admitted she'd had better evenings. 'To 
be honest, I have the worst morning sick- 
ness, day sickness, night sickness,” she 
told reporters as she gamely posed in 
(what else? She's still Kim) see- 
through Proenza Schouler along- 
side husband Kanye West. 'And I 
have a cold now!'' But after many 
months of struggling to conceive 
a second child, she couldn't be 
happier. "I'm so grateful to even 
be pregnant when we didn't 
think it would ever happen for 
us,'' she said. "It is so worth it!'' 
After plenty of old-fashioned 
trying ("I've been having sex 
500 times a day” she revealed 
in the season opener of E!'s 
Keeping Up with the Kardashi- 
ans) and months of fertility 
treatments, her dreams have 
become a reality. "Kim Kardashian 
West and Kanye West are expecting 
their second child, due at the end of 
this year,” her rep tells People. "They 
are overjoyed and looking forward to 
his/her arrival.” (It was a momentous 
week for the family: See page 42 for Cait- 
lyn Jenner's story.) Kim's news was first 
delivered during a teaser at the end of her 
show's May 31 episode, which showed her 
visiting her fertility doctor. "I didn't know

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that I was going to be

Kardashian West, 34, 
told Glamour maga- 
zine. ''But meeting 
people at my fertility 
doctor's office who are 
going through the 
same things Fm going 
through, I thought, 'Why 
not share my story? It's 
been really emotional.' " 

The road to baby No. 2 
has already been a difficult 
one for the reality queen, 
who was urged by doctors 
to consider surrogacy 
because of a complicated delivery 
the last time around. While carrying 
daughter North, who turns 2 on June 
15, Kardashian West experienced 
preeclampsia, a potentially danger- 
ous condition in which the blood 
pressure skyrockets during preg- 
nancy. A source close to Kardashian 
West says that this time she under- 
went traditional in vitro fertilization 
with hormones with no success and 
ultimately conceived using IVF, but 
on her natural cycle without hor- 
mones. Now "this pregnancy is very 
different because she's sick all the 
time," says a source close to Kar- 
dashian West. "She's very nauseous 
and very tired." 

While the couple are "beyond 
excited," says the source, they're also 
being cautious. In a recent KUWTK 


episode, Kardashian 
West said doctors gave 
her every "worst-case 
scenario," including 
one that included 
needing a hysterec- 
tomy after giving birth 
again. The source says 
the pair are expecting 
a high-risk delivery 
"but are prepared. It's been a 
long road, and they are just 
so thankful to the doctors 
because they said she would 
never conceive again." The 
source also says this preg- 
nancy will also likely be Kar- 
dashian West's last because 
of the complications she's already 
experienced. While life as mom to 
North takes priority these days, she is 
taking it easy. "She's trying to rest and 
doing what she can to not get pre- 
eclampsia again, but there's a chance 
she might," says the source. Adds Dr. 
LisaMasterson, an OB/GYN (who 
has not treated Kardashian West): 
"[Her condition] does tend to repeat 
itself. The best thing she could do is 
just be healthy— eat right and exer- 
cise." Meanwhile, "Kanye is beaming! 
He's so happy. This is all he wanted," 
says the source. And North's parents 
are doing their best to help her adjust. 
"North understands there's a baby in 
Mommy's belly," says the source. 

"But she thinks everyone has one!"

As the family’s dark secrets are revealed, the 19 Kids and 
Counting stars face backlash and an uncertain future on TV 

More than 20 advertisers have pulled out. Rerun episodes have 
been shelved. But 79 Kids and Counting is still not officially canceled weeks 
after shocking allegations surfaced that Josh Duggar, 27, molested 
five girls when he was a teenager. (He admitted the misconduct to his parents 
in 2002, but the family did not notify law enforcement at the time, according 
to a police report. He told People last month, “I acted inexcusably.”) A source 
close to the Duggars tells People that TLC is considering refocusing the show 
on sisters Jill Dillard, 24, and Jessa Seewald, 22, and their growing broods. 

(The network has not commented.) Meanwhile, the devoutly religious reality 
stars’ pastor Dr. Ronnie Floyd is standing behind them. “Everyone 
does wrong . . . and it’s completely unacceptable. But I’m thankful, 
whether it’s him or any other one, that I serve a God who can 
forgive everything,” Floyd told People. Yet the Duggars have lost 
at least one prominent ally: Republican presidential candidate 
Rick Santorum, whom they campaigned for in 2012, told Good 
Morning America, “I was sickened by it.”

Loved ones share how the woman formerly 

known as Bruce Jenner shed her lifelong 
secret to blossom into a Vanity Fair 

cover star— and transgender pioneer 


After Caitlyn Jenner made her glamorous 

worldwide debut on the cover of July's Vanity 
Fair, thousands of well-wishes poured in 
from around the globe— including some from 
stepdaughter Kim Kardashian West and her 
husband, Kanye West. In a flipping of the 
ViSVidXKeeping Up with theKardashiansscvipi, 
Jenner's big reveal had promptly overshad- 
owed Kim and Kanye's announcement that 
they're expecting a sibling for daughter 
North West. No matter. Although they have 
been ''wrapped up in baby news," as a source 
close to the pair tells People, they wanted to 
tell Jenner howmuch they loved her "beauti- 
ful" cover. "Look, none of this is a surprise to 
them at this point," says the source, noting 
that the family has been handling the emo- 
tional work related to Jenner's transgender 
journey for "a while now. They're long past 
the talk about being brave or courageous; 
that's already been discussed." Rather, this 
time, "it was like, 'What awesome photos!

You looked terrific.' Kim, especially, was blown 
awayby how good [she] looked in the magazine.” 

In her own words, the woman formerly 
known as Bruce Jenner has finally found the 
personal peace that had eluded her for 65 
years— and it shows. ''Bruce always had to tell a 
lie,” Jenner told Vanity Fair’s Buzz Bissinger in 
an emotional and candid interview. "He was 
always living that lie. Every day he always had a 
secret. From morning till night. Caitlyn doesn't 
have any secrets I'm free.” 

With her splashy introduction, Jenner— 1976 
Olympic gold medalist, father of 10 and longtime 
reality TV patriarch on the E! juggernaut Aeep- 
ing Up with the Kardashians—hecdime the 
highest-profile transgender person on the planet 
as well as a pioneer in a rapidly evolving national 
conversation (see box). The move drew wide- 
spread praise from friends, fans, the transgender 
community— and Jenner's 88-year-old mother. 
"I love her, and she's happy,” Esther Jenner tells 
People. "That's all that matters.” 

The cover reveal was the most dramatic step 
yet in a transition that has seen Jenner struggling 
to balance her private journey with the spotlight 
she has occupied since pole-vaulting to fame at 
the 1976 Montreal Olympics. "She finally is who 


she's always felt she should be her whole life,” 
says a source close to the Jenner family. Although 
it has been a gradual change, "it takes time to get 
used to,” says Esther. "I've called him Bruce since 
the day he was born. It's going to take me some 
time, but I will adjust.” She's not alone: Jenner 
—who shared that she has so far undergone 
facial-feminization surgery and breast augmen- 
tation but not sex reassignment— admitted she 
occasionally still refers to herself as Bruce: "It's 
just a habit.” The source close to Kim notes, "This 
is the new normal. They all still slip up and refer 
to Caitlyn as Bruce, or she as he, him, all that. It 
takes a lot of work to get it right. But the whole 
family is correcting each other when they get it 
wrong. Not in a joking way but just a reminder 
that 'hey everything's changed."' 

That change was on full display during Jenner's 

shoot with famed celebrity photographer Annie 
Leibovitz. Fastened into a custom-made corset 
from L.A. boutique Trashy Lingerie with her hair 
cascading like a '40s-era screen star's, Jenner 
blossomed before the camera. "With each outfit 
she tried on, a new wave of emotion seemed to 
come over her,” says a source. "She was just so 
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happy and so at ease: There was no awkward- 
ness, no slouching. Obviously she's very tall, but 
she kept her shoulders back and her head high. 
She cried multiple times and initially seemed to 
tear up practically every time someone used her 
name. It was just was so emotional for her to be 
having this moment where she could fully 
embrace every aspect of her femininity.” 

• •• 

It's a radical new form of self-acceptance for 

Jenner, who previously described herself as a 
'Toner” suffering from social anxiety. These 


days she is a warm and 
relaxed hostess who regu- 
larly throws "girls' night” 
parties at her Malibu beach 
house. It was at one such 
party that Caitlyn intro- 
duced herself to her oldest 
daughter (with ex-wife 
Chrystie Crownover), Cas- 
sandra, 35, for the first 
time. "I feel so honored to 
be invited to such an inti- 
mate gathering,” Cassan- 
dra tells People. Like other 
loved ones, Cassandra says 
the Vanity Fair photos 
reflect an increasingly con- 
fldent woman. "I'm pleased 
with how beautiful and 
comfortable she seems 
when I see her,” she says of 
the parent she still calls 
Dad. "She seems to be hav- 
ing a lot of fun with it!” 

For Caitlyn the public 
debut is a pivotal coming- 
out that represents not only 
social change but also the 
contentment she has 
sought for as long as she can remember— from 
her childhood in New York through three failed 
marriages, to Crownover, Linda Thompson and. 
Anally reality mogul Kris Jenner (see box). "This 
shoot was not about the fanfare . . . about people 
cheering in the stadium, it's not about going 
down the street and everybody giving you. That 
a boy, Bruce,' ” Jenner, who says she is unsure of 
what sexual preferences lie ahead, told Vanity 
Fair. "This is about your life.” 

But for all the joy surrounding her coming- 
out, there has been tremendous pain along the 
way. She admits to being absent for much of her

A Daughter Opens Up 

The only daughter of Jenner and first wife Chrystie Crownover, 
Cassandra Marino— a nnonn herself to two kids with husband 
Michael— was born after her parents had already split. Jenner wasn’t 
present for her birth or for large swaths of her childhood. But in 
recent years they have drawn closer. “My relationship with Caitlyn is 
much better than with Bruce, but we still have a lot of work to do,” 
Cassandra tells People. “We didn’t talk for years, and now we see each 
other every few weeks and talk on the phone, which I’m grateful for.” 
Since transitioning, “she’s happier and more appreciative of her 
family,” Cassandra says of Caitlyn. “She is trying harder, and there is a 
softness to Caitlyn that is new to me. I think part of that is that when 
someone is happier, they are just nicer.”

older children's lives, trapped in the wrong body 
and emotionally isolated. '1 have high hopes that 
Caitlyn is abetter person than Bruce/' her oldest 
son (with Crownover), Burt, 36, told Vanity Fair. 
Still, Burt and the rest of Jenner's vast brood 
have all expressed their support: sons Brandon, 
34, and Brody, 31 (with Thompson); and his 
blended family with Kris, including daughters 
Kendall, 19, and Kylie, 17, and stepchildren Kim, 
34, Kourtney 36, Khloe, 30, and Rob, 28. ''Be free 
now, pretty bird," Kendall tweeted on June 1. 

Of course, things are not quite that simple. In 
her last interview as Bruce, with Diane Sawyer, 
taped in February and broadcast in April, she 
revealed she'd had suicidal thoughts last year, 
and she told Vanity Fair she'd suffered a panic 
attack after her 10-hour facial-feminization sur- 
gery in March. There are other, deeper hurts as 
well. "Just like the physical transition has taken 
months, it will take time for the emotional tran- 
sition from Bruce to Caitlyn too," says a produc- 
tion source on KUWTK. "She has a therapist 
who has helped her with the emotional part. 
[Caitlyn] has expressed surprise about many 
feelings while going through the physical pro- 
cess. There were definitely moments of doubt 
and fear. This was supposed to be a lifelong 
dream come true, but things are more complex. 
Caitlyn will take things day by day. It was one 
thing to go out in public as Caitlyn when no one

knew. It's much more intimidating to know that 
all eyes are on you now." 

The eyes of the world maybe watching, but 
now, at last, she is living her life with the kind of 
freedom she never thought possible. "The free- 
dom to wear female clothes, to go for a coffee 
again and to not have to hide," says the produc- 
tion source. "Just simple things that most people 
never think twice about." Adds a source close to 
Caitlyn: "You can't even imagine the relief she 
feels. Like the weight of the world is off her 
shoulders. She feels so good right now."

THE VICE PRESIDENT GRIEVES THE 


UNTHINKABLE LOSS OF HIS OLDEST CHILD, 
BEAU, A SON WHOSE BOND WITH HIM 
WAS FORGED IN LONG-AGO HEARTBREAK

W hen Beau Biden was just 3 and in a full body 
cast, his father, Joe, sat vigil at the boy's 
hospital bed for weeks, railing against a God 
his Catholic-school nuns had promised was 
merciful— but who had left Beau and 
brother Hunter, 2, battered in a Christmastime car crash that 
killed their mother and baby sister. Later, when Beau was grown, 
had joined the National Guard in the wake of 9/11 and then 
deployed to Iraq, his father kept vigil again. “Not seeing Beau, 
knowing he's in harm's way and he might not come back— it was 
just awful for Joe," says former Sen. Ted Kaufman, a lifelong

friend who also served on Biden's Senate staff. ''He has a 



rosary with him all the time and prays all those Hail Marys 
when he's going through these things, the bad times.” But on 
May 30, as Joe Biden struggled through his worst time— one 
final twilight vigil with his oldest child— nothing could save 
the once-broken boy who'd grown to be a soldier, public ser- 
vant and devoted dad himself. "Saddened beyond words” is 
how the Vice President put it in his announcement of Beau's 
death, from previously undisclosed brain cancer, at age 46. 

While his widow, Hallie, and two children— Natalie, 11, and 
Hunter, 9— grieved with family (including Jill Biden, whom 
Joe married in 1977, and the daughter, Ashley, they had four 
years later) at the vice presidential residence at the Naval 
Observatory, Beau's death stunned Washington and the wider 
circle of Biden friends alike. Beau had, over the years, suffered 
a string of health problems, starting in his eight-year tenure 
as Delaware's attorney general: a mild stroke in 2010 and in 
August 2013 what was described as a "small lesion” removed 
from his brain. Only a tight knot of family and confidants 
knew the lesion was cancer and had come back this spring. 
"It was typical of Beau, if he wasn't feeling well, to not com- 
plain or say much,” Margaret Aitken, who had known 
Beau since both were 14, tells People. Plus, keeping 
"brain cancer” out of the news sheltered Natalie and 


Hunter. "They're young, but they read,” Aitken says. 
Adds Delaware Congressman John Carney, another 
longtime friend: "1 don't think anyone, in their great- 
est fears, thought this was even a possibility.” 

Beau himself betrayed no sign of surrender. He ended 
his run as attorney general in January, planned to run 
for governor in 2016 and joined a law practice that 
recently announced he was expanding his portfolio to 
champion whistle-blowers. "He had an exceptional 
sense of duty to his country and the public,” 
says family friend Ron Klain, the Vice Pres- 
ident's former chief of staff. But for Beau— 
as for the father he always kissed and 
hugged, according to lifetime friend Sonia 
Sloan— family came first. "Whether it was 
Hunter's T-ball or Natalie's cross-country 
meets,” says Kaufman, "Beau was there.” 

As Beau's health faded, friends worried 
about his father facing another unthink- 
able loss. Kaufman rejoined the Vice Pres- 
ident's staff and helped him through a 
long-planned speech at Yale's May 17 Class Day. There, 
behind dark glasses, Biden spoke of that life-shattering 1972 
car crash and how "by focusing on my sons, 1 found my 
redemption.” Now, with one of those sons gone, friends lean 
on Biden's own words, in 2012, to grieving military families: 
"There will come a day, 1 promise you . . . when the thought of 
your son or daughter or your husband or wife brings a smile 
to your lips before it brings a tear to your eye. It will happen.” 

"He believes that,” Aitken says. "And 1 pray he's right.”

THE ACTRESS TALKS ABOUT 
BEING GWYNETH’S MOM, COPING

lythe Danner wasn't 
exactly looking forward 
to the kissing scene on 
the first day of shooting 
her new film You 


in My Dreams. 'T was nervous/' she 
says. With good reason. She hadn't 
kissed another man since her hus- 
band, Bruce Paltrow, died in 2002— 
let alone one with a big, bushy 
mustache, like the one her costar 
Sam Elliott famously sports. “1 met 
Sam, and I thought, 'Oh my gosh! 
This mustache!' Then I thought, 
'What's it going to be like kissing this 
gorgeous, sexy man?' But he was so 
lovely and made it all so easy." 
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THE FAMILY BUSINESS 
Ayoung Danner 
(in 1974) looks strikingly 
similar to her famous 
daughter. Danner shared 
a laugh with Gwyneth 
in 1 985 at a benefit for the 
Williamstown Theatre 
Festival, where Danner has 
performed. “Bruce always 
said, 'Life goes on,’ ” says 
Danner (with her family at 
Lake Waccabuc, N.Y., in the 
’90s). “I am so proud of 
them,” says Danner about 
children Gwyneth and 
filmmaker Jake (in 2008). 


Kissing one of the manliest men in 
Hollywood isn't the only first in Dan- 
ner's life these days. After 50 years of 
being best known for supporting 
roles— Will's mother on Will & Grace, 
Robert De Niro's wife in Meet the Par- 
ents, her real-life role as Gwyneth Pal- 
trow's mom— she finally landed her 
first-ever leading movie role at age 72. 
''I've had a lot of leads in plays, but 
never in a movie," she says, laughing off 
awards buzz for her turn as a widow 
exploring romance again. "I'm a stage 
actress who just happened to get a 
lucky role in an indie. That's plenty for 
me." Danner is "not a diva," says direc- 


tor Brett Haley. "She's just a regular, 
cool broad." Danner says she has always 
been content to be a working actress 
and not a star. "I don't want to sound 
like a Pollyanna, but I didn't 
have that burning desire." 

Though she has won a 
Tony Award and two Emmys, 

Danner had no early plans to 
become an actress. She grew 
up in the patrician Philadel- 
phia Main Line suburbs, 
attended a Quaker school and graduated 
from Bard College. While her "first 
desire" was to become a jazz singer, she 
says, "I fell into acting" and began work- 


ing in the theater. Rehearsing for a play, 
Danner met director-producer Bruce 
Paltrow, and married him in 1970. As 
Bruce's TV series such as St Elsewhere 
took off and they raised kids 
Gwyneth, now 42, and Jake 
Paltrow, now 39 and a direc- 
tor, "Bruce would say to me, 
'Look at our lives, honey. 
Aren't we fortunate?' " Dan- 
ner recalls. "And he was so 
damn funny. He'd have you 
on the floor laughing." 

But in 1998 Bruce was diagnosed 
with throat cancer just as he was about 
to begin directing his daughter in Duets.

He died at 58 on a trip to Italy to cele- 
brate Gwyneth's 30th birthday ''He was 
the life force of the family so it's been a 
real loss," she says, with 
tears welling up in her eyes. 

"Some days it still doesn't 
sink in. I keep thinking, 

'Where is he? Oh . . .' It's still 
very strange." 

She has no interest in dat- 
ing again. "I just don't have 
any desire to," she says. She 
enjoys working and sup- 
porting the Oral Cancer Foundation's 
Bruce Paltrow Fund, which provides 
free screenings for the uninsured. 


Pointing out that she is far from "a big 
social butterfly," she says she loves 
spending time with close friends, her 
kids and three grandchil- 
dren, who call her Lalo— the 
invention of Gwyneth's 
daughter Apple, II. As a 
grandmother, she says, "I'm 
very goofy. I like to get down 
on all fours. I like to make 
up stuff and play hide-and- 
seek and scribble." 

She praises Gwyneth and 
her ex, Coldplay's Chris Martin, for 
putting their kids first while "con- 
sciously uncoupling." Says Danner: 


"They are so smart and good as par- 
ents. I'm really proud of them." She 
feels Gwyneth's detractors simply 
"can't understand how people could be 
so good at so many things. I'm glad 
she's strong. You have to be thick- 
skinned to be in our business." 

And she's happy to take a page from 
her daughter, "who is frisky and likes to 
say what she wants to say" Being able to 
do that is "one of the great things about 
getting older," Danner says. "I feel much 
more confident at 72 than I did at any 
younger year. I feel more liberated. 
When you've been on this Earth this 
long, life just gives you permission." •

K aitlyn Bristowe expected to get 
a little heat for her no-holds- 
barred attitude on The Bache- 
lorette.

— t's a scene straight out of a 
James Bond movie: There's the 
superstar, muscular and smol- 
dering, standing on the tarmac 
under the hot afternoon sun.

t’s barely 9 a.m. at Bill Klein 
and Dr. Jennifer Arnold's 
bustling Houston home. But, 
thanks to 5-year-old son Will, 
the whole family has been up 
and running since dawn. 
^Before the alarm goes off you just hear 
his stomping upstairs. And it's not 
pitter-patter, it's the abominable snow- 
man coming down the hallway," Klein 
says, dodging daughter Zoey, 3, as she 
zooms past him on her scooter, making 
her third trip around the kitchen table 
while Will begins to swing his dad's 
shoehorn around like a sword. His wife 
chimes in from across the room. ''Life 
is just busy," she says. "I never imagined 
it could be as busy as it is." 

These days the stars of TLC's hit 
series The Little Couple, which returned 
May 26— the same day as the release of 
their new book Life Is Short (No Pun 
Intended)— couldn’t be happier trying 
to juggle a show and their home life, 
especially since not long ago they 
nearly lost it all. 

In 2013 the couple (who both have 
forms of skeletal dysplasia) traveled to 
China to adopt their son Will, who also 
has skeletal dysplasia. Later that year 
they were preparing to bring home 
daughter Zoey, who has the same con- 
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dition, from an orphanage in India 
when Arnold received the devastating 
news that she had stage 3 choriocarci- 
noma, a rare cancer found mostly in 
women who have been pregnant 
(Arnold had suffered a failed pregnancy 
prior to her diagnosis). "You are petri- 
fied," she recalls. "I lookback now, and 
it's almost like a blur." She underwent a 


As Arnold was in the fight of her life, 
she and Klein also faced the struggle of 
acclimating newly adopted daughter 
Zoey, then 2, to the family— a task that 
proved especially daunting since the 
toddler had spent the beginning of her 
life in an under-resourced orphanage 
without any exposure to men or people 
of Klein and Arnold's stature. "She

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with us. I remember my oncologist com- 
ing to visit me, and Zoey just latched on 
to her leg as she left. She would rather go 
home with a stranger than be with us.” 

But since Arnold's ongoing cancer 
treatments meant staying home for 
four months, the family was able to 
focus on connecting with the child, 
who's since made a remarkable change. 
“There were rough nights,'' Arnold 
admits of parenting through chemo. 
“But I would still play ring-around-the- 
rosy with the kids. That was our time 
together after dinner and bedtime sto- 
ries.'' Gradually, Zoey began to warm to 
her new home. Arnold sees the 
extended bonding period as the “silver 
lining'' to having cancer: “To be honest, 
I had a lot more time with my kids.'' 

An attending neonatologist at Texas 
Children's Hospital used to long hours 
and high stress levels, Arnold says that 
after nearly losing her life, “you can't just 
go back to the way things were.'' So in 
early May she made the decision to take 
a “big step down'' at the hospital and is 
no longer seeing patients— a major 
change for the physician, who's also the 
medical director of the Pediatric Simu- 



lation Center. “I'm still very driven with 
my work, but it's not the same as it was 
before,'' she says. “I want to have enough 
energy to enjoy being a mom and actu- 
ally be there for my kids.'' 

While Arnold says Zoey has the ''typ- 
ical tantrums and meltdowns,'' the fam- 
ily of four is finally settling into everyday 
life, which includes feeding the pet fish, 
going to karate class and taking ballet 
lessons. “I'm the 'nervous Nellie' mom,'' 
Arnold admits. “Dating, driving a car, all 
those things. I don't even want to think 
about it.'' But the couple know there will 
be other challenges ahead. “We could be 
delusional and think we've broken 
down every barrier related to skeletal 
dysplasia, dwarfism, short stature peo- 


ple, but that's not the case,'' says Klein. 
“There's still plenty of people who will 
make fun, and stuff is going to happen. 
I hope my kids will realize that those 
people don't matter. There are a lot of 
important things in life. When you get 
close to losing them, it changes the way 
you view the world.'' •

If You Worked Around Gaskets or 
Packing Containing Asbestos 

The Garlock Bankruptcy May Affect Your Rights. 

Certain Personal Injury Claims Must be Filed by October 6, 201 5 


There is a bankruptcy involving claims about 
exposure to asbestos-containing gasket and packing 
products. Garlock Sealing Technologies LLC, The 
Anchor Packing Company, and Garrison Litigation 
Management Group, Ltd. (“Debtors”) have filed a 
plan of reorganization to restructure their business 
and pay claims. 

The products (with names like Garlock, Blue-Gard, 
Gylon, and Flexseal) were used in places where 
steam, hot liquid or acids moved through pipes, 
including industrial and maritime settings. 

Who is Affected by the Garlock Bankruptcy? 

Your rights may be affected if you: 

• Worked with or around Garlock asbestos- 
containing gaskets or packing, or any other 
asbestos-containing product for which Debtors 
are responsible, or 

• Have a claim now or in the future against the 
Debtors for asbestos-related disease caused by 
any person’s exposure to asbestos-containing 
products. 

Even if you have not yet been diagnosed with any 
disease or experienced any symptoms, your rights 
may be affected. The Court has appointed a Future 
Claimants’ Representative (“FCR”) to represent the 
rights of these future claimants. Future claimants do 
not need to file a claim at this time. 

What Does the Plan Provide? 

The Plan is the result of a settlement agreement 
between the FCR, the Debtors, and the Debtors’ 
parent company. The Plan proposes to use $357.5 
million to pay, in full, all pending and future 
asbestos claims against Garlock and Garrison. If 
necessary, up to $132 million in additional funding 
will be provided. If the Plan is approved, you will 
no longer be able to file claims directly against the 
Debtors or affiliated companies. If you have claims 
only against Anchor, you are not expected to recover 


anything, as that company has no assets and will be 
dissolved. 

Who Must File a Personal Injury Claim? 

You must file a claim by October 6, 2015, if you: 

• Have a claim against Garlock or Garrison based 
on an asbestos-related injury diagnosed on or 
before August 1, 2014, 

• Have not settled with the Debtors, and 

• Filed a lawsuit against any other defendant or a 
claim against any asbestos trust as of August 1 , 
2014. 

If you do not file a claim, you may lose your right 
to bring your claim in the future. Individuals 
diagnosed with disease after August 1, 2014 do n^ 
have to file a claim at this time, but may be able to 
vote or object to the Plan. 

Who Can Vote on or Object to the Plan? 

All identifiable asbestos claimants or their attorneys 
will receive the “Solicitation Package”. This includes 
the Plan, Voting Ballot, and other information. If 
you have not filed a claim yet, you can vote on the 
Plan by providing certified information about your 
claim, or making a motion to vote as described in the 
Solicitation Package available online or by calling 
the toll-free number. 

You will need to vote on the Plan by October 6, 
2015. The FCR will support and vote to accept the 
Plan on behalf of the future claimants. You may 

also object to the Plan and the adequacy of the 
FCR’s representation of future claimants by 
October 6, 2015. 

When will the Court Decide on the Plan? 

A hearing to consider confirmation of the Plan will 
begin at 10:00 a.m. FT on June 20, 2016, at the 
US Bankruptcy Court, Western District of North 
Carolina, 401 West Trade Street, Charlotte, NC 
28202.

SHE MAY LIVE IN WEST VIRGINIA, but Iraq is never far from Jessica Lynches mind. 
'T check that my door is locked 200 times a night ” the 32-year-old tells People. 
'TPs part of my PTSD —the fear that ITl be attacked again.” Lynch— a private first 
class who was injured and captured in 2003, when her Humvee was ambushed in 
Iraq, killing the four other U.S. soldiers in her vehicle— readily admits that her brav- 
ery in battle was exaggerated. ('T think they were just looking for a hero,” she says.) 
But there's no overstating the toll those nine days in captivity still take on her life. 
"Every day I think, 'Why was I the only survivor?' ” says Lynch, who wears a brace 
because of nerve damage in her left leg. "I don't think I'll ever get over it.” But 
there's plenty of joy too on the 80-acre property she shares with her fiance, Wes 
Robinson, 34, and their daughter Dakota, 8. "I'm so fortunate. I got to come home.” 
Lynch has earned bachelor's and master's degrees and is now a substitute teacher; 
she's also an actress in faith-based films (her first. Virtuous, was released this 
month) and travels doing speaking engagements on the power of perseverance. 
"That's how I look at life,” says Lynch. "No matter what obstacle comes my way. I'm 
going to do what I set out to do.” —Alexandra Rockey Fleming in Elizabeth, W.Va.
